"We  could  never  use  kines  of  past  shows,"  Dr.  Prances 
Horwich  says.  "The  children  would  spot  that  quicker  than  adults." 

The  mistress  of  NBC-TV’s  DING  DONG  SCHOOL,  which  marks  its 
500th  telecast  Friday,  Sept.  3  (10  a.m.,  EDT),  gave  that  as  the  reason 
why  she  insists  on  preparing  in  advance  special  one-time-only  films 
for  use  during  her  vacations  when  live  telecasts  are  not  possible. 

"Ding  Dong  School"  had  its  premiere  on  WNBQ,  Chicago,  on 
Oct.  3*  1952,  and  became  an  NBC  network  feature  seven  weeks  later, 
on  Nov.  27.  Since  its  network  bow,  it  has  been  seen  regularly  five 
mornings  every  week,  and  has  drawn  a  very  large  volume  of  mail  from 
its  young  viewers  and  their  parents.  The  mail  tabulation  (as  of 
Aug.  23)  was  157j918  and  is  expected  to  exceed  150,000  by  the  date  of 
the  500th  telecast. 

Dr.  Horwich  is  the  producer  of  the  program,  Len  Salvo  Jr.

NBC -TV  ESTABLISHES  SPECIALIZED  SALES  UNIT  TO  CONCENTRATE 
ON  OBTAINING  MORE  COMMERCIAL  EUSINESS 
FOR  OPTIONAL  STATIONS 

CHICAGO,  Sept.  2  Establishment  of  a  specialized 
sales  unit  concentrating  full  time  on  obtaining  more  commercial 
business  for  optional  stations  was  announced  yesterday  at  the  meeting 
of  the  NBC  Television  affiliates  of  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company,  held  in  Chicago. 

NBC  officials  also  outlined  proposals  for  providing  certain 
network  shows  for  optional  stations  not  purchased  by  network  adver¬ 
tisers,  and  for  the  establishment  of  an  entirely  voluntary  group 
rate  plan  for  optional  affiliates  wishing  to  participate  as  a  means 
of  giving  network  advertisers  an  added  incentive  for  buying  them. 

The  specialized  sales  unit  to  concentrate  on  obtaining  more 
network  orders  on  optional  stations  will  develop  more  detailed, 
current  and  individualized  market  data  to  highlight  special  station 
selling  points,  conduct  continuing  analyses  of  current  commercial 
station  line-ups  to  pinpoint  the  values  of  adding  particular 
stations,  and  prepare  more  frequent  and  effective  sales  presentations 
for  potential  buyers. 

"Home,"  "Howdy  Doody"  and  the  new  "Imogene  Coca  Show"  have 
been  selected  for  offering  to  the  optional  stations  not  ordered  by

the  network  advertiser,  beginning  approximately  Oct.  4,  These  pro¬ 
grams  will  be  made  available  to  both  connected  and  non-connected 

f 

stations  and  can  be  offered  in  small  territorial  groups  at  a  special 
combination  rate.  These  stations  also  would  be  individually  avail¬ 
able  at  their  individual  network  rates.  Station  membership  would  be 
entirely  voluntary,  it  was  emphasized.  Such  a  plan,  NBC  stated, 
would  give  advertisers  an  incentive  to  order  optional  stations  in 
smaller  markets  by  providing  extremely  favorable  buys  on  a  cost-per- 
thousand  ibasis  and  would  provide  small  and  distinctive  regional 
groupings  for  advertisers  desiring  to  intensify  their  coverage  in 
certain  particular  areas  of  the  nation. 

The  optional  stations  were  asked  to  give  NBC  their  re¬ 
actions  to  the  group  rate  plan  and  program  service  plan  by  Sept.  15. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  NBC  has  already  made  considerable 
progress  in  selling  optional  stations  to  national  advertisers,  and 
that  the  average  commercial  line-up  on  NBC  is  much  larger  than  that 
of  any  other  network.  NBC  commercial  line-ups  are  currently  much 
larger  than  in  1953. 

Special  cuing  arrangements  will  be  worked  out  for  stations 
taking  the  "Home,"  "Howdy  Doody"  and  Imogene  Coca  programs,  and 
kinescopes  of  the  shows,  except  "Home,"  will  be  available  for  the 
non-connected  stations.

Establishment  of  the  group  rate  plan  will  depend  on 
whether  a  sufficient  number  of  optional  stations  join  to  make  it 
feasible,  it  was  explained*  NBC  is  fully  prepared  to  proceed  with 
the  plan,  if  the  stations  so  desire.

Comedy  and  Music  Are  Highlighted  in  Variety  Hour-and-a-Half 
Extending  Network  Service  for  Late  Nighttime  Audiences 

TONIGHT,  NBC-TV’ s  comedy-and-music  show  starring  Steve  Allen, 
will  make  its  debut  Monday,  Sept.  27. 

Five  nights  a  week,  Monday  through  Friday,  the  nighttime 
rambles  of  the  amiable  Allen  will  be  seen  in  the  11:30  p.m.  to  1  a.m. 
EST  time  spot  --  a  major  departure  in  network  programming.  Prior  to 
the  "Tonight"  show,  network  service  to  affiliated  stations  had  signed 
off  at  11  p.m. 

Since  the  debut  of  the  "Steve  Allen  Show"  on  WNBT,  New  York, 
in  July  of  1953,  the  network  has  been  interested  in  bringing  the 
informal,  relaxed  late-night  program  to  stations  across  the  country. 

An  established  favorite  of  New  Yorkers  who  like  to  stay  up  late,  "The 
Steve  Allen  Show,"  with  a  slightly  expanded  format, will  become  the 
network  "Tonight"  show  on  Sept.  27.  The  accent  will  remain  on  Allen’s 
comedy,  ranging  from  the  rapid-fire  gag  to  the  easy-going  chuckle, 
depending  on  his  mood.  Second  in  importance  will  be  music  --  of  which 
there  will  be  a  great  deal.  Allen  specializes  in  jazz  at  the  piano,,

and  many  of  his  guest  stars  will  be  musicians.  He  will  interview  them 
informally  and  then  step  aside  to  let  them  have  center  stage. 

An  added  facet  to  "Tonight"  will  be  the  use  of  a  mobile  unit 
to  pursue  excitement  and  fun  around  Manhattan.  If  there  is  a  big 
opening  night  performance  of  a  new  musical  comedy,  the  mobile  unit 
will  be  there  to  cover.  Should  there  be  a  public  celebration  at  the 
end  of  a  baseball  pennant  race,  Allen  and  the  mobile  unit  will  be 
present  for  a  share  in  the  hilarity.

The  gripping  story  concerns  a  pregnant  woman  who  develops  an 
acute  case  of  leukemia,  which  is  not  a  result  of  the  pregnancy  but  an 
unfortunate  disease  that  already  existed.  After  conferring  with  the 
doctor,  her  husband  recognizes  that  he  must  tell  his  young  wife,  who 
has  waited  seven  years  for  a  child,  that  she  does  not  have  long  to 
live.

OF  MAKING  COLOR  STUDIO  OUT  OF  BROOKLYN  MOVIE  PLANT 

If  nostalgic  reverence ,  mixed  with  a  dash  of  awed  disbelief, 
shows  on  the  faces  of  the  cast  of  NBC-TV’ s  SATINS  AND  SPURS,  the 
distraction  may  be  blamed  on  the  environment. 

For  on  Sunday,  Sept.  12  (7 i 30-9  p.m.,  EDT)  Max  Liebman's 
performers  will  be  standing  --  at  the  identical  moment  --  on  the 
historic  soundstage  that  was  once  the  home  of  early  motion  pictures, 
and  amid  the  maze  of  electronics  equipment  that  is  the  largest  and 
most  modern  color  TV  studio  in  the  world. 

At  a  cost  of  $3,500,000,  NBC  has  converted  the  huge,  brick 
structure  in  the  heart  of  Brooklyn  --  former  home  of  the  old  Vita- 
graph  and  Vitaphone  motion  picture  firms  --  into  the  television  play¬ 
house  of  the  future. 

The  Brooklyn  Studio  is  a  marvel  of  engineering.  Its  usuable 
st^ge  area  alone  --  75  x  110  feet  --  earns  it  the  title  of  the  largest 
color  TV  playhouse  in  the  world.  The  unique  features  of  its  engineer¬ 
ing  make  it  the  standard  by  which  TV  studios  of  the  future  will  be 
built. 

For  the  first  time  in  television  history,  a  rigging  system 
has  been  devised  to  give  production  personnel  flexible  control  over

lighting.  Merely  by  pushing  a  button  controlling  35  motor-hoists 
the  lighting  engineer  can  raise  or  lower  140  lighting  groups.  The 
newly-designed  system  provides  the  engineer  with  fingertip  control 
of  1,000  lighting  fixtures.  Utility  of  the  system  also  permits  the 
raising  and  lowering  of  scenery  and  draperies. 

When  it  came  to  installing  the  largest,  power-capacity 
dimmer  board  in  television,  workmen  chose  to  knock  out  a  section  of 
a  studio  wall  instead  of  dissembling  and  then  reassembling  the  two- 
unit,  19-ton  dimmer.  The  futuristic  dimmer  board  is  a  maze  of  buttons, 
handles  and  knobs  —  2,000  in  all.  But  because  of  its  streamlined 
functional  design,  one  man  controls  its  operation.  This  innovation 
in  TV  engineering  permits  the  pre-setting  of  lighting  for  as  many  as 
10  scenes,  and  "microscopic"  control  over  light  intensity. 

In  converting  the  old  motion  picture  sounds tage,  NBC 
engineers  kept  in  mind  audiance-actor  relationship.  The  diligence  in 
solving  little-known  but  important  problems  is  reflected  in  the 
ingenuity  of  a  new  house-and-stage  public  address  system. 

Compared  with  electrical  transmission,  air  is  a  much  slower 
conductor  of  sound.  In  order  to  facilitate  an  actor  keeping  "on  top 
of  the  show"  and  in  step  with  audinece  reaction  (such  as  laughter), 

NBC  engineers  built  a  combination  PA  system  permitting  any  section  of 
the  stage  floor  to  receive  house  sound  almost  instantaneously. 

The  Brooklyn  Studio  boasts  another  first  in  television 
studio  design  --  a  mobile,  collapsible  seating  unit  that  can  be 
packed  and  rolled  away  in  less  than  12-man  hours.  This  feature  per¬ 
mits  expansion  of  the  workable  stage  area  to  the  limits  of  the  over¬ 
all  building  size  --  90  x  180  x  35  feet.  The  unit  seats  360  persons.

In  addition  to  the  main  studio ,  the  structure  houses  a 
small  studio  for  scoring  and  commercial  production.  Actors  and 
audience  will  enjoy  the  comfort  of  a  250-ton  air-conditioning  system 
that  handles  100,000  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute,  changing  the 
atmosphere  every  seven  minutes. 

The  first  commercial  installation  of  a  color  projector 
screen  --  15  x  20  feet  --  permits  the  audience  to  see  the  production 
exactly  as  it  appears  to  the  viewer  at  home.  Power  input  to  the 
building  is  enough  to  light  200  homes. 

Here  on  this  old  Brooklyn  movie  lot- -where  a  half  century 
ago  the  Vitagraph  Movie  Company  boasted  no  picture  left  its  plant 
that  cost  less  than  $400- -Betty  Hutton  will  display  her  nonstop 
brand  of  fireworks  in  the  first  of  NBC’s  live,  90-minute  color 
extravangazas  produced  by  Max  Liebman.  Here  on  Sept.  12,  1954,  the 
past  merges  with  the  future.

His  appointment  as  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Public 
Affairs  signifies  an  even  greater  concentration  by  both  networks  on 
the  presentation  of  programs  of  this  type,  and  the  exploration  of 
additional  ways  to  bring  great  plays,  concerts,  symphonies  and 
operas  to  our  TV  and  radio  audiences."

He  started  in  radio  in  1929  as  announcer  for 
Station  WHAS,  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  was  with  that  station  until  1933. 

He  later  joined  CBS,  where  he  was  successively  assistant  director  of 
the  music  division,  director  of  the  music  division,  and  assistant 
to  the  vice  president  in  charge  of  broadcasts.  During  World  War  II, 
Mr.  Taylor  was  chief  of  radio  for  the  Psychological  Warfare  Division, 
SHAEF,  and  later  chief  of  Film,  Theatre  and  Music  Control  for  the 
American  Occupation  Zone  of  Germany. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  born  in  Shelbyville,  Tenn.,  on  Feb.  26,  1907. 
He  was  graduated  from  Mississippi  College  and  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary.  He  is  married,  has  one  daughter,  and  lives  in 
Manhattan. 

Mr.  Pinkham  came  to  NBC-TV  in  1931  as  manager  of  planning, 
taking  over  as  executive  producer  of  "Today"  in  August,  1952.

The  couple  were  "married”  last  Spring  after  a  two-year 
courtship,  in  a  fitting  TV  ceremony  attended  by  millions  of  devoted 
viewers. 

Sunday’s  show  will  depict  the  devoted  couple  leaving  Upstate 
Teachers  College,  where  Robinson  Peepers  has  been  teaching  all 
Summer,  for  the  journey  back  to  home  territory.  With  the  family 
motorcycle  packed  to  the  handlebars  with  luggage,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 

Peepers  arrive  at  Mrs.  Gurney’s  house  at  3  a.m.,  where  they  are  to 
take  up  residence  on  the  upper  floor.  Mrs.  Gurney  (Marion  Lome)  is 
asleep  and  the  thoughtful  couple  are  loath  to  awaken  her,  but  it  must 
be  done.  In  typical  Peepers  fashion,  Robinson  does  not  throw  pebbles

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Reunion  with  beloved  Mrs,  Gurney,  as  well  as  with  the 


Peepers’  other  dear  friend,  Harvey  VJeskit  (Tony  Randall),  is  heart¬ 
warming.  Marge  Weskit  (Georgiann  Johnson)  is  still  vacationing  with 
mother,  but  she'll  be  back  shortly.  Making  the  occasion  official  is 
Superintendent  of  Schools  Bascom  (Gage  Clarke}, 

Last  Fall,  Peepers  bought  souvenirs  for  each  of  his  cronies 
and  embarrassed  them  with  his  largesse,  since  they  had  nothing  for 
him  but  a  warm  handshake.  This  time.  Peepers  purposely  avoids  this 
possible  contretemps  but,  as  usual,  his  well-meaning  cue  misfires. 

Marriage  is  not  expected  to  change  the  essential  personality 
and  outlook  on  life  of  America's  most  popular  schoolteacher,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Hal  Keith,  producer  and  director  of  "Mr.  Peepers." 

"The  show  will  not  become  another  domestic  comedy,"  Keith 
said,  "where  the  husband  is  overshadowed  by  the  clever  wife,  TMr. 
Peepers'  will  remain  a  character  comedy,  with  Robinson  Peepers  the 
leading  character.  Our  situations,  whether  comedic  or  poignant,  will 
arise  naturally  and  logically  out  of  the  basic  characters  of  the 
people  depicted,  rather  than  out  of  contrived  plot. 

"Of  course,  as  in  real  life,  there  will  be  at  least  an 
illusion  that  marriage  has  changed  our  boy,  as  it  is  always  supposed 
to.  But  he  will  remain  essentially  himself  --  a  considerate,  thought¬ 
ful,  effective  person,  if  somewhat  retiring.  He  is  definitely  not  a 
Milquetoast,  He  is  never  afraid  to  tackle  a  problem  and  he  may  not 
always  resolve  it  perfectly,  but  he  gets  things  done,  for  he  is  an 
affirmative  human  being. 

"Obviously,  Robinson  Peepers  must  have  more  confidence  in 
himself  these  days,  since  he  won  Jefferson  City's  most  likely  girl  in 
open  and  fair  competition.  Yet,  he  will  always  be  modest  and  willing

to  listen  to  all  people.  This  ’niceness'  may  get  him  in  difficulties, 
but  in  typical  Peepers  fashion,  he  Mill  seek  the  fault  in  himself 
before  blaming  others.  If  plans  go  awry,  it  will  never  be  because 
he  was  afraid  to  face  up  to  things,  but  rather  because  he  wasn’t 
familiar  with  all  the  facets  of  the  problem." 

"Mr.  Peepers"  first  saw  light  of  day  as  an  NBC-TV  Summer 
show  on  July  3>  1952.  When  the  program  ended  on  Sept.  25  that 
season,  the  network  was  deluged  with  thousands  of  messages  from  fans 
demanding  that  the  show  return  as  a  regular  network  feature . *f0n 
Oct,  26,  1952,  to  the  satisfaction  of  everyone  concerned,  Wally  Cox 
returned  to  his  original  role  as  star  of  "Mr.  Peepers,"  under, the 
sponsorship  of  the  Reynolds  Metals  Company.  For  13  weeks  this 
Summer  (June  13  through  Sept.  5),  the  best  of  the  past  year’s  program; 
was  presented  in  repeat  performances  via  kinescope.  The  regular 
Fall  series  starting  Sept.  19  will  be  "live,"  as  heretofore,

31,036,000  TV  SETS  NOW  IN  USE  IN  U.S.A. 

ACCORDING  TO  NEW  NBC  ESTIMATE 

Television  sets  in' use  as  of  Aug.  1  totaled  31,036,000, 
according  to  an  estimate  released  today  by  Hugh  M.  Beville,  Jr.,  NBC 
director  of  research  and  planning^  | 

Beville  said  319*000  sets  were  installed  during  July,  an 
increase  of  13,000  over  the  previous  month’s  installations. 

NBC’s  television  network  consisted  of  182  stations,  includ¬ 
ing  140  Interconnected  for  ’'live”  service  in  an  area  covering 
29,963,200  sets,  or  96*5  of  all  sets  in  the  country.  Beville  said  the 
182-station  network  was  spread  across  177  markets  serving  30,841,000 
sets,  or  99.4  per  cent  of  all  sets  in  the  United  States.

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Mayor  Robert  Wagner  of  New  York  yesterday  (Sept.  9). dedicat¬ 
ed  the  world’s  largest  television  studio  as  a  National  Broadcasting 
Company  production  center  for  color  television.  The  studio  is 
located  in  Brooklyn  (1268  East  14  th  Street).  | 

In  a  brief,  ribbon-cutting  ceremony,  Mayor  Wagner  said 
the  giant  studio  was  "a  fine  new  showcase  for  the  best  this  city  ha3 
to  offer  In  the  theatre  arts,"  He  said  it  was  a  "great  contribution" 
by  NBC  to  the  cause  of  keeping  New  York  as  the  capital  of  television 
production* 

Mayor  Wagner  was  able  to  see  himself  on  a  color  television 


screen  during  the  ceremony,  which  was  covered  by  the  studio’s  color 
cameras  and  relayed  into  a  color  receiver  placed  before  the  official 
party. 

The  Fall  color  schedule  to  be  produced  at  the  Brooklyn 
studio  will  provide  employment  for  an  aggregate  total  of  6,300  per¬ 
formers  and  production  personnel  with  a  payroll  of  more  than 
$3*000,000  for  the  season# 

The  studio,  formerly  a  Warner  Brothers  soundstage,  was  con¬ 
verted  and  equipped  at  a  cost  of  $3*500,000  to  handle  NBC’s  color 
"Spectaculars,"  mainstay  of  the  network’s  color  schedule.  Its  work 
space  is  178  feet  by  88  feet,  and  it  can  accommodate  sets  more  than 
35  feet  high.

Its  lighting  system  is  the  most  elaborate  and  modern  in 
television  --  900  circuits  with  a  capacity  of  960,000  watts, 
sufficient  to  light  a  community  of  3,000  homes.  The  studio  has  been 
fitted  out  with  the  newest  color  equipment  produced  by  NBC's  parent 
company,  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America,  which  pioneered  and  de¬ 
veloped  compatible  color  television. 

Participating  with  Mayor  Wagner  in  the  ceremony  were 
Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr.,  President  of  NBC,  and  Robert  W.  Sarnoff, 
Executive  Vice  President.  Both  spoke  briefly.  The  ribbon-cutting 

was  followed  by  a  tour  of  the  facilities. 

Regarding  New  York's  role  as  the  television  capital.  Mayor 

Wagner  said:  "I  feel  strongly  on  this  subject.  New  York  is  the 
center  of  all  the  creative  arts  that  go  into  television  —  writing, 
composing,  producing,  designing,  acting  and  so  on.  New  York  is  the 
logical  home  for  television  production.  We  want  to  keep  it  here. 

New  facilities  such  as  this  fine  NBC  color  studio  are  a  factor  in 
keeping  it  here.” 

Mr.  Wagner  commented  on  the  location  of  the  studio, 
saying:  “A  handicap  to  development  of  television  facilities  in  New 

York  has  been  the  congestion  in  midtown  Manhattan,  where  most  of  the 
production  activities  are  centered.  Thus,  I  want  to  commend  NBC  on 
its  decision  to  set  up  its  color  production  headquarters  here  in 
Brooklyn . " 

Speaking  of  the  programs  scheduled  for  this  studio,  Mr. 
Weaver  said:  "The  'Spectacular'  programs  in  color  which  will  originat 
here  will  explode  television  entertainment  to  a  new  high.  The

influence  of  these  shows  will  spread  through  the  entire  industry  -- 
and  through  allied  entertainment  industries  as  well.  And  this  studio 
provides  the  physical  wherewithal  for  these  shows  to  come  into

Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  to  the  size  and  modern  equipment  of 
the  studio,  noting  that  these  features  "will  allow  producers  to  give 
free  rein  to  their  imagination  when  they  are  building  the  exciting 
new  'Spectaculars'  and  other  great  shows  we  will  have  on  our  schedule! 

"The  studio,"  he  added,  "expresses  our  conviction  that  New 
York  must  remain  the  television  capital  of  America.” 

The  studio  will  go  into  action  on  Sunday,  Sept.  12 
(7:30-9  p.m,,  EDT)  with  the  first  of  NEC's  33  spectaculars  --  the 
Max  Liebman  production  of  "Satins  and  Spurs,"  an  original  musical 
comedy  starring  Betty  Hutton  in  her  television  debut.  Rehearsals 
for  this  show  were  under  way  as  the  studio  was  dedicated.

The  world’s  largest  and  most  modern  studio ,  freshly 
equipped  for  color  broadcasting,  will  house  television’s  "greatest 
shows  on  earth"  --  the  National  Broadcasting  Company’s  mammoth 
"Spectaculars"  in  color. 

The  giant  studio,  located  in  Brooklyn  (1258  East  l4th  St.) 
and  formerly  a  Warner  Brothers  sound stage,  has  been  streamlined  and 
equipped  at  a  cost  of  $3*500,000  to  handle  the  trail-blazing 
"Spectaculars"  --  90-minute  programs  of  a  scope  never  before  pre¬ 
sented  on  a  regular  basis.  First  in  the  series,  to  be  presented 
Sept,  12,  is  the  Max  Liebman  production,  "Satins  and  Spurs,"  an 
original  musical  comedy  starring  Betty  Hutton  in  her  television 
debut. 

There  will "be  33  of  these  super-productions,  each  carrying 
the  budget  of  a  major  Broadway  musical  and  embracing  the  most 
celebrated  of  producers,  writers  and  stars. 

The  Brooklyn  studio,  embodying  advances  unique  in  the  •/ 

industry,  is  part  of  NBC’s  master  blueprint  for  color,  a  plan  to

make  color  television  a  reality  for  the  many  millions  of  television 
viewers  at  the  earliest  possible  time.  It  constitutes  fresh  evidence 
of  a  "snowballing  growth"  of  color  television,  foreseen  by  Brig. 
General  David  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Boards  of  the  Radio  Corporation 
of  America  and  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  in  a  talk  to  NBC- 
TV  affiliates  in  Chicago,  on  Aug.  31 

The  studio  is  178  feet  long  and  88  feet  wide.  Its  height 
accommodated  a  38-foot  rampart,  with  a  television  camera  atop,  in  a 
recent  production  of  "Richard  II,"  The  longest  single  cyclorama 
in  television  --  464  feet  --  will  run  along  the  walls. 

The  lighting  consists  of  900  circuits  with  a  capacity  of 
960,000  watts,  sufficient  to  light  a  community  of  3*000  homes.  Nine 
thousand  amperes  of  current  are  required  for  this  lighting  system, 
the  most  elaborate  in  the  industry. 

The  studio  is  unique  in  several  respects: 

1,  It  is  the  only  studio  in  the  world  with  a  lighting 
grid,  the  components  of  which  can  be  raised  or  lowered  by 
electric  hoists  remotely-controlled  from  the  lighting 
bridge.  There  are  126  such  hoists,  with  a  capacity  of 
75*000  pounds  of  lighting  equipment.  This  push-button 
hoist  system,  permitting  individual  height  adjustment  of 

63  groups  of  lights,  was  developed  by  NBC  engineers,  and 
permits  pre-setting  of  heights  for  10  scenes. 

2.  It  is  the  only  studio  in  the  world  with  the  new- 
ly-perf ected  Lumi-Tron  lighting  board,  a  complex  arrange¬ 
ment  of  some  2,000  controls,  which  permits  the  pre-setting 
of  lighting  for  10  scenes,  double  the  maximum  of  any  board 
used  elsewhere  in  the  industry.  Further,  it  permits  10 

changes  of  lighting  within  any  one  scene,

3.  It  is  the  only  studio  in  the  world  with  a 
large-screen  color  projector,  newly  developed  by  RCA, 
which  permits  studio  audiences  to  watch  the  performance 
on  a  movie-size,  15-by-20-foot  screen. 

In  addition  to  the  126  lighting  hoists,  there  are  17 
curtain  hoists  and  two  for  the  color  Bcreen. 

To  convert  the  lighting  system  for  color,  it  was  necessary 
to  increase  the  light  capacity  7.5  times,  which  in  turn  meant  a 
heavy  reinforcement  of  the  overhead  girders  to  handle  the  tremendous 
increase  in  weight. 

The  color  television  equipment,  featuring  the  most  advanced 
products  of  RCA,  which  pioneered  and  developed  compatible  color 
television,  permits  the  handling  of  10  video  sources  including  four 
studio  cameras,  and  the  achievement  of  such  elaborate  effects  as 
triple  dissolves,  never  before  possible  in  color. 

A  smaller  studio  --  full-sized  by  usual  standards  --  will 
be  built  in  what  is  now  a  rehearsal  hall  just  off  the  main  studio. 

It  will  be  used  for  commercials,  and  will  be  able  to  accommodate 
products  as  large  as  cars,  which  will  be  wheeled  in  through  large 
doors  leading  in  from  the  street. 

The  installation  includes  a  carpentry  shop  large  enough  for 
the  building  of  complete  sets  for  any  major  production.  The  shop 
handled  all  14  sets,  including  the  38-foot  rampart,  used  in  the 
"Richard  II"  production. 

Other  facilities  include  an  artists1  lounge,  remodelled 
dressing  rooms,  makeup  rooms  and  storage  space  for  props  and 
equipment.  A  giant  Quonset  hut,  40  by  60  feet,  is  being  erected  as 
additional  storage  space.

2.  Studio  3-H,  in  Radio  City,  used  for  smaller  pro¬ 
ductions,  commercials,  and  research  in  staging,  lighting, 
costuming  and  makeup; 

3.  A  mobile  color  unit,  only  one  of  its  kind  in 
existence,  which  has  been  rolling  around  America*, covering 
festivals,  sports  events,  natural  wonders  and  national 
shrines; 

4.  RCA  three-vidicon  multiplex  film  projectors, 
capable  of  handling  35-  and  l6-mm  film  and  slides. 

By  year's  end,  a  large  color  studio,  constructed  and 
equipped  at  a  cost  of  $3*600,000,  will  be  ready  in  Burbank,  Calif., 
permitting  NBC  to  tap  the  vast  reservoir  of  Hollywood  talent  for 
"spectaculars"  and  other  color  programs.

The  "spectaculars"  alone  will  account  for  49|  hours  of  color 
programming  in  tae  Fall  season  --  more  than  any  other  network’s  total 
Fall  color  lineup. 

' In  addition,  other  commercial  programs  will  be  produced  in 
color  on  a  regular  or  intermittent  basis.  The  "Ford  Theatre,"  a 
leading  NBC  half-hour  filmed  series,  will  be  presented  on  color  film 
on  a  regular  basis  beginning  Oct.  14.  "Macbeth,"  a  two-hour  produc¬ 
tion,  will  be  presented  live  in  color  on  Oct.  31. 

The  NBC  color  mobile  unit,  only  one  of  its  kind  in  existence, 
will  be  playing  an  important  role  in  the  Fall  schedule,  as  it  did  this 
Summer  in  a  "Color  Caravan"  tour  of  Eastern  and  Middle  Western  cities. 

The  network’s  color  plans  for  the  Fall  were  described 
recently  by  Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr.,  President  of  NBC,  as  "a  major 
part  of  the  neti^ork's  master  blueprint  for  the  quick  development  of 
commercial  color  television."  He  emphasized  that  NBC,  alone  among  the 
networks,  was  mustering  all  its  facilities  to  translate  color  tele¬ 
vision  from  a  promise  to  a  reality  for  the  American  people. 

To  carry  the  Fall  color  programs  ,  NBC  is  creating  the  most 
comprehensive  nationwide  color  television  network.  The  network  was 
started  15  months  ago,  even  before  approval  by  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission  of  compatible  color  standards  for  the  industry.  By 
year’s  end,  a  total  of  82  NBC  stations  will  be  equipped  to  transmit 
network  shows  in  color.  This  will  bring  87  per  cent  of  all  American 

television  families  within  the  range  of  the  NBC  color  service.

During  the  past  year,  NBC  has  presented  virtually  all  of  its 
major  programs  in  color  as  part  of  an  Introductory  Year  plan. 

NBC’s  position  in  color  television  was  summarized  by  Robert 
W.  Samoff,  Executive  Vice  President,  in  a  report  to  NBC-TV  affiliates 
in  Chicago  on  Aug.  31.  He  reported  that  by  operating  intensively  in 
color  for  the  past  year,  NBC  has  accumulated  a  body  of  know-how  and 
experience  which  no  other  organization  can  match.  He  added  that  now 
that  the  Introductory  Year  had  ended,  NBC  was  in  business  to  make 
color  operations  go  to  work  for  its  audience,  its  affiliates  and  its 
advertisers . 

By  Jan.  1,  Mr.  Sarnoff  reported,  NBC  will  have  color, 
origination  facilities  for  handling  60  hours  of  color  programming  a 
month,  embracing  productions  of  all  kinds.  These  facilities,  he  said, 
would  include,  the  newly-opened  Brooklyn  studio,  the  Colonial  Theatre, 
world’s  first,  fully-equipped  compatible  color  studio;  Studio  3-H  in 
Radio  City;  and,  by  year's  end,  the  new  $3*500,000  West  Coast  color 
studio  now  being  constructed  in  Burbank,  Calif. 

"People  from  all  the  fields  and  skills  interested  in  color 
production  recognize  NBC  as  the  authority  on  color  production  and 
broadcasting,  and  turn  to  us  for  help  and  guidance  on  their  problems, " 
Mr.  Sarnoff  said. 

"This  leadership  wasn't  given  us.  We  planned  for  it  and 
worked  for  it  --  most  intensively  during  the  past  year  --  but  with 
plenty  of  background  effort  before  then.  Now  our  Introductory  Year  is 
finished  and  we’re  in  business."

Mr.  Sarnoffrs  statement,  "We're  in  business, "  is  amply  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  the  three  series  of'  "spectaculars"  were  completely 
sold  out  two  months  before  the  first  show  was  to  go  on  the  air.  The 
rush  of  sponsors  to  these  high-budgeted  series  was  testimony  to  the 
acceptance  the  network  had  patiently  built  up  among  advertising 
agencies  and  clients  in  the  course  of  the  Introductory  Year.  The  three 
series  alone  account  for  billing  in  excess  of  $14,000,000  for  the 
season. 

Intensive  activity  in  color  production  was  one  of  the  first 
orders  of  the  NBC's  management  team  of  Weaver  and  Sarnoff,  whose 
appointment  came  just  a  few  days  before  the  historic  FCC  decision  of 
Dec.  17 *  1953.  Out  of  this  order  came  a  series  of  significant 
accomplishments  that  lengthened  NBC's  already  considerable  leadership 
in  the  new  broaccast  medium. 

As  of  September,  1954,  NBC  had  expended  $15,000,000  in 
research  funds  earmarked  for  making  a  broadcasting  reality  of  the 
compatible  color  system  pioneered  and  developed  by  NBC's  parent 
company,  the  Radio  Corporation  of  America.  This  figure  is  in  addition 
to  the  $25,000,000  already  spent  by  RCA  in  the  development  of  the 
system,  on  which  present  all-industry  FCC  standards  are  based. 

NBC  was  the  first  network  to  transmit  a  color  program  from 
coast  to  coast,  with  the  New  Year's  Day  pickup  from  Pasadena,  which  was 
viewed  in  full  color  in  21  cities  from  coast  to  coast. 

Commercial  clinics  were  held  for  advertising  agencies  as 
part  of  the  Introductory  Year  plan,  to  acquaint  their  creative  staffs 

with  the  selling  potential  of  this  new  medium.  More  than  35  of 
America’s  leading  agencies  participated,  and  more  than  200  products 
were  handled  in  the  building  of  test  commercials  in  color.

At  the  same  time,  indoctrination  seminars  were  held  for 
personnel  of  NBC  and  its  affiliates,  to  make  available  to  the  entire 
network  the  techniques  developed  by  the  NBC  color  corps  in  the  field 
of  staging,  lighting,  costuming,  makeup  and  scenic  design. 

This  network-wide  indoctrination  has  paid  off  for  NBC.  It 
was  an  NBC  affiliate,  WKY-TV,  Oklahoma  City,  which  was  the  first 
independent  station  to  originate  its  own  color  broadcasts,  and  also 
the  first  affiliate  of  any  network  to  originate  a  network  color 
broadcast.  Already  several  other  NBC  affiliates  are  going  on  the  air 
in  locally-originated  color. 

Special  demons t rations  and  seminars  were  also  held  for  film 
producers,  package  designers  and  other  groups  to  acquaint  them  with 
standards  growing  out  of  NBC’s  intensive  research  activities  in  color. 

NBC’s  color  mobile  unit,  designed  by  the  network’s  own 
engineers,  was  first  used  in  the  Pasadena  broadcast  of  Jan.  1. 
Subsequently  it  has  covered  such  a  variety  of  colorful  subjects  as 
the  cherry  blossoms  in  Washington,  prizefights  in  Madison  Square 
Garden,  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  the  famous  Busch  estate  in 
St.  Louis,  Witnall  Park  in  Milwaukee,  and  the  Governor’s  Mansion 
in  Columbus,  Ohio.

The  re-run  showing  of  the  THIS  IS  YOUR  LIFE, story  of  Lillian 
Roth  on  NBC-TV  Wednesday  night,  Sept,  15  (10  p.m.,  EDT)  will  receive 
special  attention  in  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

Chief  Justice  Edward  S,  Scheffler  of  the  court  has  announced 
that  Associate  Judges  James  K*  Chelos  and  Raymond  P,  Drymalski,  who 
sit  in  Auto  Safety  Court  and  the  Monroe  Street  (Skid  Row)  Court, 
respectively,  will  recommend  that  all  persons  coming  before  them  on 
charges  growing  from  alcoholism  or  the  excessive  use  of  alcohol  make 
a  special  effort  to  view  the  program. 

The  program,  emceed  by  Ralph  Edwards,  re-creates  Miss  Roth's 
life,  in  which  she  fell  from  the  start  of  a  brilliant  showbusiness 
career  to  severe  alcoholic  defeat  and  then  fought  her  way  back  to  her 
current  success  and  position  of  respect.

ARTHUR  MARX  TELLS  FATHER  GROUCHO 'S  LIFE  STORY 
IN  EIGHT -PART  SATURDAY  EVENING  POST  SERIES 

But  Pop  Has  Own  Say  in  Marginal  Notes  and  Asides 

"When  a  person  starts  writing  his  memoirs,"  says  Groucho 
Marx,  "that's  a  sure  sign  he's  washed  up,"  according  to  his  son, 

Arthur  Marx,  who  has  authored  an  eight -part  story  of  his  father's 
life  beginning  in  the  current  (Sept.  18)  edition  of  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post. 

Arthur  puts  it  this  way  in  his  lead  article:  "Groucho  has 
conquered  every  entertainment  medium  from  vaudeville  to  television. 

He  has  owned  expensive  homes,  eaten  in  the  best  restaurants  and  been 
sea-sick  on  the  best  ocean  liners.  But  he  claims  the  past  is  something 
he'd  just  as  soon  forget,  and  he'll  never  write  the  story  of  his  life. 
So  it's  up  to  me . " 

The  irrepressible  Groucho,  however,  couldn't  refrain  from 
making  marginal  comments  throughout  the  story,  much  like  the  quips 
and  retorts  that  have  made  him  famous. 

In  the  story  Arthur  outlines  Groucho  as  a  sentimentalist 
and  something  of  a  dreamer,  although  he  won't  admit  it  and  likes  to 
pass  himself  off  as  a  disillusioned  realist.  "Why  he  persists  in 
this  attitude  is  something  only  he  can  answer,"  declares  Arthur.  "And 
I'm  not  going  to,"  pencils  in  Groucho,  "my  racket  is  asking  questions, 
not  answering  them."

Arthur  details  his  father's  early  life,  his  first  efforts 
in  showbusiness  and  explains  the  reasons  for  Groucho 's  fear  of 
ending  his  career  in  poverty  and  obscurity.  He  puts  it  this  way: 

"Mother  could  never  understand  why  he  worried  so.  She'd 
always  predicted  that  Groucho  Marx  would  never  be  so  washed  up  that  he'd

have  to  work  as  an  extra.  But  she  couldn't  foresee  that  a  television 
quiz  program  called  'You  Bet  Your  Life'  would  eventually  springboard 
him  to  more  fame  and  money  than  he  had  ever  had  before  in  his  life. 
Which,  as  you  may  have  guessed,  is  exactly  what  happened."

Applegate,  pale,  wan,  and  some  35  pounds  lighter,  following 
his  ordeal  with  the  Chinese  Reds  is  now  in  Hong  Kong  following  his 
release  yesterday  morning  (Sept.  15) ,  along  with  two  companions  who 
were  released  with  him.  They  are  Don  Dixon,  INS  newsman,  and 
veteran  Brooklyn  sea  captain  Benjamin  Krasner. 

The  trio  was  seized  by  A  Red  gunboat  on  March  21,  1953 
while  sailing  in  Applegate's  yacht  Kert  between  Hong  Kong  and 
Portuguese  Macao.  All  v;ere  jailed  on  charges  of  "intruding"  into 
Chinese  territorial  waters. 

At  first  (for  almost  a  year)  the  Chinese  denied  that 
Applegate  and  his  friends  were  captives.  Later,  through  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  American  State  Department,  the  British  Foreign  Office, 
talks  at  the  Geneva  Conference,  and  the  recent  trip  of  Clement  Attlee

to  Red  China,  the  Chinese  Peiping  Radio  announced  that  the  trio  would 
be  '’expelled''  from  China. 

Dick  Applegate  told  the  NBC  Radio  Network  audience  yesterday 
that  he  was  in  solitary  confinement  for  six  and  a  half  months,  then 
sent  to  a  "pig-pen"  of  a  jail  for  the  remainder  of  his  term.  In  the 
6  by  11  foot  prison  he  was  never  allowed  to  see  anyone  or  talk  unless 
questioned  by  authorities.  He  heard  no  English  voices  except  that 
of  a  Communist  interpreter  who  could  not  speak  very  well. 

"For  the  last  ten  months  I  got  no  cigarettes,  poor  food, 
little  water,  no  news  of  the  fate  of  my  companions,  no  word  of  the 
outside  world  developments...!  was  a  complete  mental  blank."  The  NBC 
newsman  said,  "I  bought  my  freedom  by  lying  about  germ  warfare  in 
Korea  after  months  of  constant  interrogation  by  the  Reds.  I  guess 
Dixon  and  Krasner  did  the  same . " 

Three  of  our  other  friends  who  were  aboard... all  Chinese... 
will  not  be  released,  or  so  my  captors  told  me  when  I  left.  For  15 
months  the  Reds  would  not  accept  any  truth  from  me.  They  wanted 
"Communist  truths."  Finally,  I  told  them  lies  about  germ  warfare, 
making  up  the  misstatements  from  information  I  gathered  while  covering 
the  Korean  war." 

No  mail  reached  Applegate  until  after  the  Geneva  Conference 
when  he  was  given  a  letter  from  his  parents  in  Medford,  Ore.  No 
food,  packages  or  medical  supplies  ever  reached  him  in  prison.  The 
questions  were  "stupid"  and  "bewildering"  says  Applegate.  Asked  by 
his  captors  If  he  thought  the  Reds  could  invade  Formosa,  the  newsman 
told  the  questioner:  "You  can 't .. .because  what  I've  seen  of  the 
Chinese  Red  Navy,  you  can't  even  find  the  island."

Applegate  also  seemed  relieved  that  another  NBC  reporter 
was  not  along  on  the  trip.  He  had  tried  to  talk  correspondent  John 
Rich  into  taking  the  "shakedown"  cruise  with  him  on  the  newly  out¬ 
fitted  yacht.  Because  of  a  previous  news  assignment.  Rich  could  not 
take  the  trip... and  thus  missed  the  18  months  imprisonment. 

NBC  Tokyo  Bureau  Chief,  George  Thomas  Polster,  and  his 
staff  are  in  Hong  Kong  with  Applegate,  and  will  send  him  along  to  the 
United  States  when  he  is  physically  able.  Meanwhile,  live  broadcasts 
from  Applegate  will  be  heard  on  most  of  the  NBC  Radio  and  NBC -TV 
news  programs.  Films  of  his  arrival  are  enroute  to  the  United  States 
to  be  shown  on  NBC -TV's  CAMEL  NE7S  CARAVAN  and  TODAY, 
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NBC  RADIO  NEWS

Growing  momentum  of  the  NBC  Radio  Network  was  further 
accelerated  t oday  wlifrh-‘tiw”"‘anr $8,126,348  in  new  and 
renewal  business  signed  during  the  months  of  July  and  August* 

This  figure,  when  combined  with  new  and  renewal  business 
placed  on  the  books  during  the  first  six  months  of  1954,  equals  a 
total  of  $33,325,348  gross,  for  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year. 

Particularly  noteworthy  is  the  manner  in  which  NBC  Radio 
has  reversed  the  industry’s  traditionally  lower  summertime  sales  level. 
Rather  than  declining  from  the  rate  for  the  first  six  months,  NBC 
Radio’s  July-August  sales  pace  is  well  on  a  par  with  activity  for  the 
normally  more  active  Winter  and  Spring  periods. 

"These  encouraging  figures  reflect  the  continuing 
intensification  of  our  sales  and  programming  efforts,"  said  William  H.

"It  is  significant  that  this  additional  $8,000,000  in  business

"These  participations  make  it  possible  for  any  advertiser 
to  use  our  full  200-station  network  as  frequently  as  his  marketing 
needs  dictate.  They  afford  unprecedented  low  costs  which  are  well 
within  any  national  budget.

Glickman  was  born  in  New  York  on  Aug.  14,  1917.  He 
attended  James  Madison  High  School  in  Brooklyn,  where  he  held  the  city, 
state  and  national  sprint  championship  in  1934  and  1935.  He  also 
captained  the  Madison  football  team  which  won  the  city  championship. 

At  Syracuse,  he  starred  on  the  football  team  and  captained 
the  track  squad.  In  1936  he  was  a  member  of  the  U.S.  Olympic  track 
team  which  swept  all  before  it  at  Berlin,  much  to  Adolf  Hitler's 
displeasure.  On  the  gridiron,  Marty  was  recognized  as  one  of  the 
fastest  halfbacks  in  the  nation,  teaming  up  with  the  late  Wilmeth 
Sidat -Singh  to  give  the  Orange  a  powerful  one -two  punch.

The  publicity  which  followed  the  1937  Syracuse -Cornell  game, 
in  which  Glickman  scored  two  touchdowns,  sent  him  on  his  way  as  a 
sportscaster.  A  Syracuse  haberdasher  asked  Marty  to  do  a  sports 
program  on  the  local  station,  but  Marty  declined  because  of  mike 
fright.  When  he  was  told  he  would  be  paid  the  grand  sum  of  $15* 
however,  he  overcame  his  fears  to  become  Station  WSYR's  sports 
commentator  during  his  junior  year. 

Following  his  graduation  in  1939*  Glickman  returned  to  New 
York,  where  he  became  assistant  to  Bert  Lee  and  Dick  Fishell  at 
Station  WHN,  now  WMGM.  In  1943  he  was  made  sports  director,  but  he 
soon  left  to  serve  overseas  as  a  Marine  Corps  lieutenant.  Since  the 
v/ar,  he  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  sportscasters  in  New  York, 
covering  both  collegiate  and  pro  basketball,  pro  football  and  harness 
racing,  among  other  sports. 

Marty  was  married  in  19-40  to  the  former  Majorie  Dorman. 

They  have  three  children:  Elizabeth,  born  in  1941;  John  Andrew,  born 
in  1945  while  Marty  was  serving  in  the  Marshall  Islands;  and  David 
Charles,  born  in  1949.

CREATIVE  TALENTS'  IS  BEING  SOUGHT  FOR  SCORES 
OF  EVEN  BIGGER  TV  COLOR  SPECTACULARS 

Addresses  Advertisers  Club  in  Louisville,  Ky. 

LOUISVILLE,  KY.,  Sept.  24  --  The  National  Broadcasting 
Company’s  concept  of  90-minute  color  television  Spectaculars  is  a 
sound  one,  and  the  network  intends  to  move  ahead  on  a  flexible  basis 
in  the  development  of  these  color  extravaganzas,  Sylvester  L.  Weaver, 
Jr.,  NBC  President,  told  the  Advertisers  Club  here  today. 

Mr.  Weaver  said:  "Additional  writers,  artists  and 
composers  --  the  whole  range  of  America's  creative  talents  --  have 
been  sought  out  for  scores  of  future  Spectaculars.  We  will  try 
various  forms  of  90-minute  shows  to  see  which  will  achieve  maximum 
impact  and  highest  circulation." 

Mr.  Weaver  said  the  Spectaculars  were  conceived  in  a 
spirit  of  innovation,  and  added: 

"They  are  intended  to  give  the  artists  more  time  to  develop 
fewer  but  better  shows  for  bigger  audiences.  The  idea  is  one  for 
emancipation  of  top  talent  from  the  confining  demands  of  week-by-week 
shows . "

He  viewed  the  Spectaculars  as  providing  a  new  showcase  for 
the  greatest  creative  talents  in  show  business  and  as  a  challenge  to 
"the  robotry  of  habit-viewing.  They  restore  to  television  the  aura 
of  newness  and  freshness  that  surrounded  its  debut  several  years

ago. 

Mr.  Weaver  told  the  advertising  men  the  Spectaculars 
represent  "programming  unorthodoxy."  Referring  to  NEC’s  first  color 
Spectacular  televised  two  weeks  ago,  he  said:  "You  probably  heard 
that  some  critics  frowned  upon  it.  You  probably  read  that  its 
audience  rating  was  not  all  we  anticipated." 

Then  he  pointed  out:  "'Whether  you  liked  or  disliked  it, 
or  whether  the  sponsor  did,  or  whether  I  did,  is  not  really 
important  in  the  overall  scheme  of  the  Spectaculars.  The  concept  is 
the  important  thing,  and  the  concept  is  the  thing  that  we  at  NBC  are 
going  to  maintain,  and  to  fight  for  if  necessary." 

Mr.  Weaver  recalled  that  every  major  television  programming 
innovation  at  NBC  had  met  with  mixed  reaction  by  those  who  confuse 
an  introductory  show  with  a  long-range  concept.  He  pointed  out  that 
"Today"  had  initially  encountered  a  storm  of  opposition,  but  had 
achieved  outstanding  success  because  of  basically  sound  concepts. 

Discussing  the  lure  and  power  of  NBC’s  magazine-concept 
type  of  programming,  he  said:  "At  NBC,  every  show  developed  since 
1949  2ls  a  pivotal  hit  has  been  developed  as  a  multiple-sponsored 
attraction.  We  kept  trying  to  build  hits  for  single  clients  as  well,

and  got  some,  but  our  big  bastions  on  the  schedule  were  multiple - 
sponsored. " 

He  emphasized  the  advertising  agency’s  position  in  the 
nation’s  economy:  "The  advertising  agency  stands  at  the  central 
controls  of  America’s  economy.  I  do  not  fear  for  the  results  unless 
the  agency  is  diverted  to  a  side  issue  --  programming." 

He  said  he  did  not  expect  to  see  a  time  when  the  advertising 
agency  would  never  produce  shows,  but  added,  "I  already  see  a  time 
when  the  most  successful  agencies  are  following  the  policy... of 
buying  the  best  show  for  individual  clients'  immediate  and  long-range 
problems . " 

The  agencies,  Mr.  Weaver  warned,  should  be  guided  by 
"not  who  produces"  but  by  "ho w  good  is  it."  He  said  the  advertising 
agency  has  too  great  a  job  to  do  to  be  bothered  with  the  side  issue 
of  show  business.  He  asserted  agency  show  production  "has  certainly 
been  the  greatest  threat  to  continuing  agency-client  relationships." 

Mr.  Weav,  ?  said  that  television  is  "too  great  and  noble 
and  too  promising  an  instrument  to  be  allowed  to  grow  like  Topsy, 
buffeted  by  the  impact  of  advertising  buyers." 

"We  determined, "  he  said,  "what  kind  of  service  we  could 
build  with  an  advertising-supported  structure,  as  against  the  service 
that  would  be  forced  upon  us  if  the  program  schedule  were  advertiser- 
produced.  And  we  saw  that  the  advertiser-supported  medium  would  give 
far  greater  service  to  all  segments  of  the  population,  provide  more 
usefulness  to  more  advertisers,  and  make  innovations  and  changes 
easier  in  sustaining  the  medium’s  vitality." 

Mr.  Weaver  spoke  at  a  luncheon  at  the  Kentucky  Hotel.

The  revisions,  designed  to  keep  NBC  Radio  fully  competitive 
in  meeting  reductions  recently  announced  in  the  industry,  reduce  net 
time  costs  for  all  categories  of  evening  programs. 

The  system  of  weekly  volume  discounts  which  offer  maximum 
flexibility  in  covering  the  varied  types  of  network  purchase  are 
retained,  as  is  the  annual  continuity  discount  for  52  consecutive 
weeks  of  broadcasting.  The  latter  however  has  been  increased  to 
17.5$  of  net  time  billings  for  evening  periods.  Announcements  in 
NBCfs  radio  participation  plan,  which  are  sold  as  packages  subject 
to  their  own  special  frequency  discounts,  are  not  affected  by  the 
new  structure. 

"The  new  discounts  we  are  announcing  today,  together  with 
our  contiguous  rate  policies,"  Horton  said,  "enhance  the  economic 
advantages  of  NBC  Radio  as  a  low-cost,  effective  means  of  reaching 
tremendous  unduplicated  audiences,  both  day  and  night."

television  director*  Jack  Rayel  will  be  executive  producer  for  NBC. 
Sets  will  be  designed  by  Otis  Riggs.  Lehman  Engel  is  composing  a 
special  musical  score. 

As  he  did  with  "King  Richard  II,"  Evans  himself  has  adapted 
the  masterpiece  for  TV.  He  and  Miss  Anderson  will  be  supported  by  a 
cast  of  more  than  40  actors,  including  23  principals.  The  play  will 
be  staged  in  two  major  acts  of  about  50  minutes  each,  with  most  of  the 
original  script  and  virtually  all  of  the  important  scenes  retained 
intact.  Rehearsals  are  expected  to  commence  about  Nov.  8,  permitting 

three  full  weeks  for  workouts. 

The  lavish  production  will  be  telecast  from  NBC’s  new 

500,000  color  studios  in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  --  the  largest  and  most 
modern  in  the  world.  There  a  huge  set  representing  Macbeth's  castle 
will  be  constructed.  The  color  cameras  are  expected  to  catch  the  full 

panoply  of  the  Scotch  pageantry,  replete  with  tartans  and  plaids. 

The  decision  to  present  "Macbeth"  was  the  result  of  a 

conference  between  Evans,  NBC  officials  and  representatives  of 
Hallmark  Cards,  all  of  whom  were  eager  to  bring  to  the  viewing  public 
another  production  of  the  calibre  established  by  Evans  in  "Hamlet" 
and  "King  Richard  II." 

Said  a  Hallmark  spokesman:  "We  have  been  extremely  pleased 
with  the  reception  given  Mr.  Evans'  Shakespearean  plays.

The  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  will  start  its  new  series  of 
broadcasts  on  the  NBC  Radio  coast- to-coast  network  Saturday,  Oct.  9 
(8:30  p.m.,  EST) . 

The  programs  will  be  heard  on  Saturday  evenings  until 
April  30,  except  for  six  weeks.  Details  of  these  six  weeks  will  be 
announced  shortly. 

The  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  will  be  heard  in  24  concerts, 
with  its  regular  musical  director  Charles  Munch  as  conductor  for  18 
concerts.  There  will  be  four  guest  conductors:  Richard  Burgin  on 
Oct.  30,  Guido  Cantelli  on  Dec.  18  and  25,  Pierre  Monteux  on  Jan.  29 
and  Feb.  5,  and  Igor  Markevitch  on  March  19.  This  will  be  Markevitch’s 
first  broadcast  in  the  U.S, 

This  will  be  the  74th  season  of  the  Boston  Symphony  and  the 

sixth  for  Charles  Munch  as  musical  director  of  the  organization.  The 

season  will  open  in  Boston Ts  celebrated  Symphony  Hall  with  an 

afternoon  concert  on  Oct.  8.  The  broadcast  series  will  be  part  of  the

regular  Saturday  evening  subscription  concerts.  In  addition  to  its 
extensive  series  of  concerts  in  Boston,  this  distinguished  orchestra 
will  play  its  regular  concerts  in  Cambridge,  New  York,  Brooklyn, 
Washington,  Providence.

A  mass  audience  switch  to  NBC-TV  was  the  pattern  in  the 
nation's  TV  homes  Saturday,  Sept.  25  as  the  network  presented 
LADY  IN  THE  DARK  (9-10:30  p.m.,  EDI1). 

According  to  a  Trendex  audience  survey.  Max  Liebman's 
second  color  "Spectacular"  led  all  opposition  in  ratings  during 
the  entire  length  of  the  90 -minute  show. 

The  tremendous  lure  of  "Lady  in  the  Dark"  was  evidenced  by 
the  fact  78.9  per  cent  of  sets  in  use  were  tuned  to  another  net¬ 
work  in  the  half  hour  before  "Lady  in  the  Dark"  went  on  the  air, 
the  Trendex  survey  reported.  The  mass  switch  began  at  9  p.m. 
with  the  beginning  of  "Lady  in  the  Dark"  and  the  show  steadily 
increased  its  audience  share  to  include  50.7  per  cent  of  sets  in 
use  during  the  last  half  hour. 

Trendex  ratings  for  successive  half-hours  for  "Lady  in  the 
Dark"  were  26.0,  25.9  and  25.4.  The  same  survey  gave  running 
opposition  ratings  of  20.9,  20.6  and  13.2. 

Successive  half-hour  audience  shares  for  "Lady  in  the 
Dark"  were  46.1,  48,1  and  50.7  per  cent,  according  to  the  Trendex 
report.  The  highest  audience  share  reported  for  opposition  shows 
was  38.3  on  the  Trendex  survey.  The  survey  covers  10  cities.
